the  Japanese  rignts  in  that  urou  would  be  contradicted, 
ment,  therefore,  decided  the  following  measures: 


The  Japanese  govern- 


1,  That  tne  civil  war  of  Chine  shall  not  be  <illowed  to  extend  over 

Manchuria. 


That  the  influence  of  Sun-Bun  shell  not  be  allowed  to  penetrate 
ir.tc  Manchuria. 

3.  That  the  government  of  OKAJTO  Tsuc-lin  in  Kenchuria  shall  be  supported 
to  the  utmost  so  that  he  might  be  Vole  to  make  every  effort  to 
prevent  the  Chinese  national  liberation  movement  from  penet  ating 
Into  Manchuria  and  alre  to  suppress  the  anti- Japanese  sentiment  in 
Manchuria  itself. 


Uhese  political  measures  of  Jop^n  were  decided  by  the  Ministers  of  War,  lTavy 
and  -  or  sign  Affairs  and  were  nanctioned  by  Premier  TANAKA.  I  myself  saw  the 
documents  concerning  the  above  decisions  at  the  War  Ministry  office  in  July,

rJ*  Kay  1929,  the  nationalist  forces  in  Forth  China  smashed  the  resistance 
of  ChAiiG  Tsuo-lin  and  drove  him  into  Manchuria.  The  nationalist  movement  did 
not  penetrate  into  Manchuria,  but  the  anti-Japanese  sentiment  there  gradually 
aggravated.  Under  such  conditions  in  China  and  Manchuria  in  August  1929,  I 
appointed  assistant  Military  Attache  to  the  Japanese  Embassy  in  Hanking 
by  t.ie  order  of  the  Chief  o'  the  General  fta ff.  General  KAHAYA,  and  wan 
aknened  to  Military  Attache,  Major-Gen -ral  SATC,  who  was  stationed  in 
-hangnai.  I  was  appointed  to  this  port,  because  I  had  studied  the  general 
situation  in  China,  the  characters  and.  customs  of  the  Chinese  people,  and  the 
-hinese  language,  and  also  because  I  had  some  acquaintances  among  the  impor- 
*****  persons  of  the  Army  in  the  Nanking  government.  Tor  instance,  I  net^  War 
Minister  General  HC  Ying-Chin  at  CKT.TCIAUG  in  1927  through  one  of  hie  friends 
0  '  a8  wor’<ing  at  the  Japanese  consulate  ir.  Hanking.  At  that  time  the 
-Japanese  ar  Ministry  dispatched  me  for  the  investigation  of  the  wanking 
r.oicer.t  ir.  China.  (Japanese  residents  took  refuge  in  the  Nanking  Consulate, 
which  was  attacked  by  the  nationalist  force).  I  ’-ent  to  CHET  KIA1TG  with  the 
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object  of  opying  uoon  the  conditions  of  the  nationalist  anti-northern  expe¬ 
dition.  It  was  there  that  I  v..-  o  V*.e  hsj  ;aintance  of  Hv  Ting-Chin,  then 
the  highest  commander  of  Uho  cioiViUrt  :-j\yy  in  that  section.  P.1  Ying-chin 
had  formerly  studied  in  tho  IlMta-  ■  A r.e.i*zy  ?f  r.upan  ar.d  -ac  kind  to  the 
Japanese,  ‘’e^idee  this  poiron,  1  vt-j  yr.  good  tp.r:..*  v*i  tfc  the  vice-chief 
of  the  Military  Administration  Section  of  the  Nanking  Government,  CTTJ-Yi , 
Inrpector-Gen^ral  of  Military  EiGciplinr-,  Lt.  Genoral  CHO  Ya-wei,  Chief  of 
tho  Survey  3ureau  of  A-ry,  Lt.  General  FTATG,  Ifl-sung,  and  Compandor  of 
Engineer  Corps,  Lt. General  YATG-Chieh.  vith  them  I  w^s  friends  from  the 
time  when  we  wero  Btudent.n  of  the  Military  Staff  College  in  Tokyo,  './hen  I 
was  appointed  assistant  Military  Attache  to  the  'mbassy,  my  peroonal  opinion 
regarding  the  Japanese  policy  in  China  was  taken  into  consideration  in 
addition  to  the  acove-said  condition*?.  I,  of  courre,  was  in  accord  with  this 
policy,  meforo  ay  departure  for  linking,  I  received  the  following  instructions 
from  the  Chief  of  the  General  Staff,  General  K AMAYA: 

1.  To  spy  upon  the  military  strength  of  the  Central  Army  of  th*»  Tanking 
Government. 

2,  To  collect  data  regarding  the  national  liberation  movomont  originated 
by  the  Nationalist  partv,  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  trend  of 
o-paneion  of  this  movement  into  Manchuria,  and  to  make  efforts  to 
prevent  it  from  penetrating  into  Manchuria. 

To  form  friend e  among  the  military  circles  of  the  Tanking  Government 
to  facilitate  execution  of  my  duties. 

I  received  tho  same  instructions  from  the  military  attache  to  the 
Embassy,  Major-General  SATC  in  Shanghai,  who  directed  me  further  on  the  day 
that  I  was  dispatched  to  Tanking,  to  pav  attention  to  the  situation  of  mili¬ 
tary  administration  of  the  Tanking  Government.  Aft or  my  arrival  in  Tanking, 

I  establie  ed  contact  wit’*  th6  a  ove-mentioned  railitery  authorities  of  the 
Tanking  Government  and  I  carried  out  my  duties  as  instructed.  Aside  from 
the  above,  I  took  chargo  of  the  intelligence  work  pertaining  to  Military 
Administration.  I  executed  this  work  through  connections  ’••ith  important 
persons  in  the  Tanking  Government  and  by  the  utilization  of  secret  agents. 

The  situation  in  China  at  that  time  can  be  said  to  have  facilitated  intelli¬ 
gence  work  —  the  segregation  of  society  due  to  the  civil  war,  the  confrontar- 
tion  of  the  Chinese  military  cliausr,  the  existence  of  anti-government  elements 
and  so  or.  vo  could  easily  fulfill  whatever  requirements  concerning  intelli¬ 
gence  under  such  circumstances.  I  succeeded  in  forming  somewhat  better  rela¬ 
tionship  V'ith  the  military  authorities  of  the  Tanking  Government,  but  the 
situation  in  Manchuria  at  that  time  wa6  aggravated  day  by  day  cy  anti-Japanese 
movement  which  caused  many  incidents.  Net  long  before  the  Manchurian  Incident 
in  ly31,  a  Japanese  captain  whose  name  was  TAKAMOA  was  killed  on  a  road  in 
TSITGAT  LITG  near  Solon.  Captain  ITAXAKUnA  "as  one  of  the  staff  officers  of 
the  General  Staff.  The  General  Staff  had  dispatched  him  to  attend  to  the 
intelligence  work  in  the  neighborhood  o'  ESITO  Ail  LITG.  After  my  arrival  as 
Chief  ‘of  the  second  section  of  the  Headouarters  of  Kwantung  Army,  ir.  1932,  I 
heard  from  many  people  working  at  the  headquarters  of  the  ICwantung  Army  that 
the  said  NAKAMURA  was  diauatchod  with  the  object  o'  investigating  the  roads 
in  HSIJG  Ai  LITG  and  I  am  convinced  of  the  statement?  being  true. 
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I  think  I  can  safely  say  concerning  the  Japanese  preperetion  fcr  the 
occupation  of  Manchuria  that  the  fact  that  Japan  hee  Ion?  been  covetous  of 
Menchuria  could  "be  testified  by  tho  condition  before  the  M9nchv.rian  Incident 
end  by  various  other  situations  there.  Japan  wanted  to  have  military  baeoe 
in  jianchuria  for  t.ie  execution  of  aggressive  plprs  p/*einst  Soviet  Pucsia.  The 
construction  of  stratogie  railway  lines  in  Horea  ouch  a.*.  the  Seoul-Funen 
line,  the  Rrnp.n  lino,  p.nd  the  Tuoen-Hukden  line  w? a  cprried  out  «ith  the 
same  objective.  To  realize  this  cherished  plan  some  proper  historicp.1 
time  had  to  ve  chosen.  "Tie  year  of  1931  afforded  e  eood  opportunity,  because 
countries  which  had  interests  in  Manchuria,  for  instance,  China  and  Soviet 
Puesia  were  ab3orved  in  their  ovn  pf^airs  end  could  not  afford  to  direct 
their  attentions  to  Manchuria,  tho  forrer  being  absorbed  in  civil  war,  and 
the  latter,  ir.  the  fivt^-yeer  national  construction  program.  Japan,  taking 
all  these  facts  into  consideration,  increased  the  expeditionary  forces  in 
Manchuria  on  Sgot.  18  1931.  The  action  resulted  in  the  occupation  of  the 
whole  of  Manchuria..  Follo^ingthe  occupation,  Japan  set  to  work  on  the 
establishment  of  lienchukuo.  There  wore  Uio  opinions— one  ’--as  to  place 
Henchuri°  under  Chinese  administration  with  certain  number  of  Japanese  adviser1 
in  the  Manchurian  government,  the  other  was  to  form  an  independent  monarchical 
state,  Manchukuo,  e.nd  to  keep  the  roal  po«er  of  the  country  in  the  hands  of 
Jppe.n.  The  latter  plan  v,na  Advocated  by  Lt.  Col.  ISKI’/aBA  end  Gol,  ITaQaMI 
who  were  at  the  headouartere  of  X'mntung  A.rny,  and  wp.8  supported  by  Gen.  aRaICI. 

In  accordance  f*ith  the  latter  program,  all  the  ministers  of  the  cabinet  were 
selected  from  rmong  the  Manchurians,  nn:  the  positions  of  vice-ministers 
were  filled  by  Jrpanese  subjects.  Moreover,  it  ’-res  decided  that  some 
Japanese  officials  should  serve  In  various  Manchurian  government  offices. 

Such  a  policy  aggravated  the  anti-Japanese  sentiment  among  the  Manchurian 
people,  and  caused  the  Increase  of  anti- Japanese  troops  which  had  actively 
resisted  the  Japanese  forces  in  Manchuria.  In  this  connection  Kvvntung 
Army  made  it  their  primary  ta.sk  to  annihilete  all  the  anti-Je.penese  elements 
either  by  sub judgatinr  them  or  by  alvisirg  thair  allegiance  by  means  of 
propaganda.  Major  punitive  o:coeditiono  wore  carried  out  around  the  cities 
of  Harbin,  Chinchow/  end  in  the  vicinity  of  THUG  PITS  TaO.  The  pursuit  of 
the  armies  of  Ka  Chpn-shan  and  LI-Tu  *nd  the  subjugation  of  Jehol  were  also 
punitive  campaigns.  These  military  operations  were  directed  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Staff  Lt.  Gen.  MIYAKE  and  Lt.  Gen.  ICO  I  SO  *kon  Generals  HanJ„  vjl  Muto 
wore  commanders'  of  the  Kwanturg  AiWTheso  punitive  operations  epused  the 
innocent  Manchurian  civil i  ana  enormous  da  rang s  end  brought  many  of  then  to 
bankruptcy.  *e  cannot  but  definitely  admit  that  such  operations  caused  the 
die- era ion  of  the  people,  destruction  of  houses,  lose  of  properties  and  such 
like.  Owing  to  the  number  of  year*  that  have  elapsed  I  do  not  remember  well 
the  emount  and  scope  of  losses  pnd  damage  caused  by  those  operations,  but 
I  cannot  but  recognizo  the  fact  for  seven  long  years  varfaxe  was  conducted 
at  a  considerable  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  Chinese  people.  During  the 
period  when  I  served  at  the  headquarters  of  the  headquarters  of  the  Mwantung 
4.t ny  p.B  Chief  of  the  second  section,  the  subjugation  plans  and  measures  were 
formed  in  the  headquarters  of  tba  ICwantung  Army  by  Col.  SaITO  and  Lt.  Col. 
riD 0.  Those  officers  vdio  directly  commanded  the  expeditions  axe  as  follows:

A  part  of  tnc  ebov'-nont  ionod  divisions  simultaneously  launched 
a  punitive  campaign  in  another  area,  Tho  operations  in  Jeohol  was 
directly  commanded  by  the  eot  iuundor  of  iS/untung  Army  Gone  ml  J.IJTO  and  I 
also  participated  in  the  Johol  operations,  1,  ao^chisf.  of,,the  second 
section,  prosuatod  to  thw  obiof  of  staff  of  Kwontung  ;amy  tho  duta  of 
intelligence  concerning  both  tho  doings  and  novomonts  of  tho  anti-Japanese 
troops;  and  the  districts  v/.ioso  population  was  imbued  with  anti-Jhpanosa 
sentiments.  Then  the  first  section  made  tho  subjugation  plan  basod  on 
my  roports.  m  tho  spring  of  19J4  a  large  scale  military  operation  -./as 
carried  out  in  tho  vicinity  of  TU  LUNG  SLUT,  south  of  CHL*  LW  SSU.  Tho 
operation  was  carried  out  to  sub ju;  ate  the  lhnchurian  units  which,  being 
dissatisfied  with  tho  purchase  of  .’.iauchuriun  possessed  land  by  the  Minchurian 
Development  Company  of  japan,  rcvoltod  and  attacked  the  Japanese  foroos  with 
the  result  of  annihilating  the  whole  strength  of  a  company  and  killing  the 
regimental  commander,  Colon.  1  IL3UKA.  Ih  order  to  suppress  tho  rioters  in 
tho  vicinity  of  TU  LUNG  3I-IAN,  tho  Japanese  array  sent  a  large  number  of 
forces  there.  Bestirred  by  the  rotaliativo  sontiment  provoked  by  the 
death  of  their  o'..n  regimental  Conmndcr  Ool.  I IZUKj.,  they  caused  onormous 
damages  to  the  Manchurian  residents.  This  fighting  was  directod  by  the 
chief  of  staff  Col.  K4N0  of  thu  10th  Division  (Corjnanded  by  Lt.  Oon.HIROSE). 

The  responsibility  for  those  subjugation  campaigns  in  gonoral  carried  out 
by  &7aatung  Anay  in  jjanohuria  during  the  period  from  I93I  to  1936  should 
be  born©  by  the  then  consnandurs  oi'  Kwantung  .uroy— Generals  HONJO,  I.JL7T0, 
HISHLA1RI,  iMINAitfl '  and  UEDA.  At  the  some  time  in  1933  JUpan  began  to  tako 
measuros  to  expel  from  Minchuria  the  influence  of  Soviot  Russia  which 
at  that  timo  confined  itself  to  tho  management  of  the  Chinese  Sastero 
ifcilway,  v/ith  this  object  in  view,  tho  Japanese  put  various  kinds  of 
proosuro  upon  the  railway  and  its  employeos.  These  machinations  wore 
chiefly  made  by  tho  head  of  military  Special  Service  in  Harbin,  ?hj,  Gon. 

KOId.  TSUBiJU*  the  Representative  of  the  South  l.hnohuria  Rly.  Oorapony  in 
Harbin,  Director  USuMI  anu  other  agent 3,  they  were  all  under  tho 
direction  of  Ool,  HARAD&,  chief  of  the  third  section  of  headquarters,  I 
ounnot  flatly  deny  the  fact  that  Japan  mado  use  of  agitators  in  tho 
Chineso  3n3tom  Rlys.  in  order  to  expel  the  influence  of  Soviot  Russia  from 
Minchuria  or  tlir.t  Japan  utilised  some  bandits  to  disturb  tho  railway  adminis¬ 
tration  a3  well  as  to  bring  pressure  to  boar  upon  its  employees.  But 
at  that  timo,  not  only  tho  business  of  the  Chinese  Ehstorn  Rlys,  but 
also  those  of  all  other  railways  throughout  Mmchurin  woro  disturbed  by 
bandits, 

in  I935  Japan,  by  resorting  to  oveiy  possible  means,  induood 
Soviet  Russia  to  sell  the  right  und  intoro3t  of  the  Chinese  Sh3tem  Rlys,

The  Japanese  authorities ,  either  pxrchasod  at  low  prices  by 
conpulsion  the  land  owned  by  Mauohuriane  or  forced  then  to  remove  to  other 
places  for  the  take  of  these  const  ruction  -forks  and  for  tho  suttloracnt  of 
Japnnoso  immigrants ,  and  thoroby  provoked  intense  dissatisfaction  ajnong 
tho  Manchurian  people.  In  addition,  the  Japanese  authorities  established  the 
oyetos  of  compulaery  labor  to  conscript  Manchurians  for  military  construction 
works.  Tho  conscripted  laborers  rocoivod  lowor  wages  then  tho  froo  laborers 
to  the  detriment  of  their  welfare.  Moreover,  the  bad  condition  of  housing, 
sanitation  and  cupply,  the  defective  management  by  tho  Japanese  and  so  on 
roeu'JLted  in  tho  doath  of  many  laborers  from  sickness.  In  1944,  for  instance, 
about.  20,000  Manchurian  laborers  vero  employed  for  the  construction  of 
for  tree  sob  in  the  neighborhood  of  HSIYG  A1T  LIltG  and  the  number  of  those  who 
ddod  from  illnots  mounted  to  500.  Tho  fermor  chiefs  of  staff  of  the  Xwan- 
tung  Ari^/,  it.  Go n,  HA’ili  and  Gonoral  VSHIROXU  osplainod  to  mo  that  there 
were  casrs  of  doath  reported  from  other  districts  but  they  did  not  tell  me 
tlio  numb  or  of  the  dead  laborers.  Tho  total  number  of  Manchurian  laborers 
conscripted  by  Kvantung  Army  amounted  to  120,000  or  130,00' . 


Those  who  were  responsible  for  the  Btrongthoning  of  Mpnehuria  ns 
military  bases  against  Soviet  Russia  since  tho  Manchurian  Incident  in  1931 
are  Japanese  Pror.icr,  IUUICAI ,  KOSTOE,  and  General  TOJO;  Japanose  War  Ministore 
Ger.orr.l8  AKAaI,  FUJIYAMA  and  TOJO;  Chiefs  of  the  Goncral  staff,  Generals 
ILu’AYA,  Princo  KAU-IN,  SUGIYAI'.-i  and  TOJO:  Commanders  of  the  Kwantung 
^mrrny,  Gcnorals  HOITJO,  HISKIKAEtl,  MIFAM2,  U3DA  and  UMEZU,  and  tho3e  mombors 
of  the  hondquartors  of  tho  ICwontung  Arm;'  to  whom  I  reforred  to  in  this 
testimony.  In  August  of  1934  I  vac  transferred  to  tho  position  of  Chief 
cf  the  China  section  the  General  Staff.  Tro  then  chief  of  the  General 
St'-IT  was  Princo  MAtt-IF,  Deputy  Chief,  Lt.  Gon.  SUGIYaMA  (later  Gonoral); 

Chief  of  tho  1st  department,  Mnj.  Gen.  SUZUKI  (later  Lt.  Gon.);  chief  of 
the  2nd  Dconrtmont ,  Ma.j.  Gon.  JSOYA  (later  Lt .  Gon.),  and  chief  of  tho 
3rd  department,  Mrj.  Gen.  UFHIEO JX  (later  General).  The  work  of  tho 
China  section  was  the  adjustment  ap.d  judgment  of  tho  intelligence  oortp.ining 
to  China,  and  the  investigation  of  topography  for  military  purpoecs.  Tho 
section  constituted  of  two  groups,  that  is,  the  China,  group  (chief,  Lt. 

Col.  iCVi-TJMOIO)  pnd  the  geography  group  (chief  Lt.  Col.  WACKI),  with  four 
cr  five  officers  being  attached  to  each  of  thorn.

I  remember  that  as  the  c-ipunsation  for  che  avovo  chrot,  conditiors 
japan  promised  China  economic  and  technical  aid,  ..It  hough  in  Juno  193^ f 
Ambassador  KAWAGCE  began  negotiations  with  the  linking  Govurniamt  on  those 
problems,  the  Nanking  Government  did  not  agrou  ond  the  negotiations  wore 
suopendod,  Ihc  Nanking  Government  undo  tho  following  answers  as  to  the 
proposals  offered  by  Jhpanj

Tho  Nanking  Government  continued  to  maintain  this  opinion  till 
tho  last  moment,  and  brought  about  the  Sino- Japanese  '.jut  in  1937,  Before 
my  doparturo  for  Shanghai  a3  Military  attache  to  tho  Unbassy  in  China ,  I 
reooivod  from  the  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Staff,  Lt,  Gen,  NISHIO  instructions, 
the  important  points  of  which  woro  as  fallows!  "I  shall  collect  intolligenoo 
regarding  the  political  trend  of  the  Nanking  Government,  especially  the 
military  situation  and  ut  the  same  time  co-operate  with  Ambassador  KAWAGOE 
to  adjust  tho  diplomatic  relations  between  both  countries,"  I  ront  from 
time  to  time  to  Nanking  onu  saw  tho  Ambassador,  However,  rolation3  with 
China  boot  me  serious  duy  by  day  and  at  last  an  incidont  broke  out  when, 
in  July  1937,  Japanese  troops  stationed  in  the  suburbs  of  poking  on 
maneuver  wor*  fired  upon  by  tho  Chinese,  Jhpan  strived  to  solve  the 
problem  on  the  3pot  but  did  not  succoed.  Jhpan  later  announced  in  tho  press 
and  to  tho  diplomatic  representatives  that  sho  would  not  recognize  CHLJC 
Khi-shek’s  Government  and  would  attack  to  punish  the  Chinese  troops.  Hi 
August  1937  the  Japanoso  landing  party  (Navy)  collided  with  the  Chinese 
forces  near  Shanghai.

While  I  wr.B  the  Chief  of  the  Special  Service  Section  and  the  Liaison 
Section  in  North  Chine.,  I  did  reach  to  pnauro  tho  suitablo  condition  of 
the  strategic  ooerrtior.  of  our  North  Chine  Amy  rnd  to  help  to  strengthen 
the  military  foundation  in  Manchuria. 

In  the  summer  of  1S37,  tho  Inner  Mongolian  Garrison  Army  wee 
set  up  in  Kalgan  concurrently  vith  tho  ooorationa  of  tho  North  O.iina  Arry. 

In  August  1937,  tho  Xwantung  Army  undor  the  command  of  the  Chief  of  Staff 
Lt.  General  TOJO  (lp.tor  full  gonoral)  captured  Innor  Mongolia  and  oatebliohcd 
the  Soocial  Sorvice  A.-ency  T0KUMU-KIKA1T,  appointing  Major  "enore.l  MATSU  I 
ito  chief.  Later,  when  the  Mongolian  Arm’/  wen  established  its  Coranondor 
was  Lt.  Gonoral  HASLTUKA,  the  Spocinl  Service  Armey  wr.a  changed  into  the 
Spocial  Sorvice  Section  (TOXUMV-BU  and  Major  Gonoral  MATSUI  remaining  e.a 
chief.  In  November  1937,  Major  General  !!ATSUI  GBte.bliflhod  a  Japanizod 
Mongol ia-Ksinkiang  q overnment  headed  by  Prince  Te.  Japanese  advisors 
from  Manchuria  were  placed  in  this  government.  The  object  of  our  occupa.tioh 
of  Inner  Mongolia  and  tho  oetabli aliment  of  a  Japanizcd  ,'jovornnpnt  waa  the  same 
as  our  objoot  at  the  time  when  we  rot  possession  of  Manchuria,  that  la  to  aay, 
to  hold  Inner  Mongolia,  at  Jaoan'n  command  and  sot  up  a  military  beso  there 
against  Outer  Monrolia.  This  mopoure  was  carried  out  at  tho  inaiatenco  of 
Lt.  Gonoral  TOJO,  tho  then  Chiof  of  Staff  of  tho  Xvantung  Arm;',  end  tho 
same  policy  wr.a  continued  by  him  oven  after  he  became  Prime  Minister  of  Japan. 
Tho  assistance  ••hich  I  offered  to  the  measure  for  the  taking  of  Inner  Mongolia 
vraa  in  creating  in  North  China  a  provision  for  drivinr  out  of  China  and 
out  of  Innor  Mongolia  the  Chinese  forcoo  which  opnoned  our  North  China  ^.rmy 
theroby  facilitating  Lt.  General  TOJO 'a  occupation  of  Mongolia.  The  Japanoao 
assets  in  Inner  Mongolia,  being  lacking,  Jaoan  did  not  build  fortresses 
thoro  p.8  sho  did  in  Manchuria  but  meintained  a  force  of  50,000  soldiers  in 
Inner  Mongolia  until  1941.  As  to  the  bordor  line  troubles  at  Chang-Xu-Feng 
in  1938  and  at  Nomonhan  in  1939,  the  hostilities  between  Japan  and  the  Soviot 
Husoia  initiatod  by  LawloBs  actions  of  tho  Japanese  Army;  pnd  since  the  detail! 
and  the  persons  responsible  for  those  incidents  aro  well  known,  I  neod  not 
meko  any  further  answer  horo. 

In  March  1940,  I  wao  recalled  from  the  position  of  Chiof  of  tho 
Liaison  Section  of  the  Asiatic  Development  Board  and  appointed  commander 
of  tho  14th  Division  in  Utsunonuya  (Japan).

Since  such  on  increase  in 
strength  wr.s  not  necessary  for  defonoo  of  order  in  Manchuria,  it  was  in 
preparation  for  Japanese  operations  against  tho  Soviet  Russia. 
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"•then  I  was  In  Chichihaorh  with  tho  division  In  1940,  I  rocoivod 
secret  instructions  from  tho  comrvndor  of  tho  6th  Arny  to  tho  offoct  that 
tho  officers  of  tho  14th  Division  were  roquostod  to  bo  thoroughly  familiar 
with  tho  topography  in  tho  vicinity  of  Hairaorh,  p.s  the  division  would  bo 
enployod  on  tho  Knlraorh  ple.in  in  ca.ao  of  the  outbreak  of  war;  and  also 
that  trainin':  should  be  carried  out  so  ps  to  be  chiefly  capablo  of  sustained 
defonso  agrinst  tho  well-equipped  Russian  forces.  Moroovor,  the  6th  Army 
in  Kairaorh  oxocutofl  dpo  strategic  maneuvers  In  the  vicinity  of  Hairaoch  twico 
In  1940,  by  way  of  studying  tho  operation  against  Soviet  Russia.  I  and  ny 
staff  participated  In  these  end  I  stressing  combat  with  Sovlot  Russia 
trained  my  subordinates. 

Aftor  tho  outbroak  of  war  botwooa  Oormany  end  Russia  In  1941, 
tho  OonerrJL  Staff  Hoadquertors  hoevily  Increased  tho  Kvnntung  Army  by 
sending  troops,  horses  and  puns  from  Japan  In  order  to  strengthen  tho 
preparation  for  the  operations  against  Russia..  This  increase  wtb  oxocutcd 

In  accordance  with  a.  pier,  known  as  "Kan  -Toku-En"  (K  want  ling  Army  Special 
Manouvors).  Tho  amount  of  troops  and  ordnance  of  the  Kwantung  Array 
reached  tho  aexlmm  limit  uador  the  plan  of  the  summer  of  1941.  Jlrst  of  nil, 
two  fresh  divisions  were  sont  from  Japan  and  addod  to  tho  thirtoen 
divisions  already  there.  Bosidos  this,  each  division  was  incroasod  by 
5,000  porsonnol  and  3,500'  horsos.  ConBoquontly,  tho  ICwantung  Army 
which,  boforo  the  "Kan- Toku-Rn"  consisted  of:

It  now  possessed  600,000  mon  and  80,000  horses  due  to  tho  incroaso 
nado  by  the  "Kan- Toku-En"  plan.  As  for  Aims,  tho  14th  Division  undor  my 
command  had  tho  incroasod  numbor  of  48  while  tho  number  previously  was  36. 

It  nay  bo  considered  that  similar  increases  were  npdo  in  other  divisions. 

Vhon  tho  increase  was  put  into  effect,  tho  Imporial  Hoadquartors 
issuod  an  ordor  to  hasten  preparations  for  tho  operations  against  Soviot 
Russia.  This  ordor  wp.s  issuod  in  tho  lattor  part  of  Juno  1941,  but  I 
did  not  road  it,  and  I  do  not  know  its  number,  as  I  sirply  heard  of  it  from 
a  man  in  the  oorvico  of  the  Kwnntung  Arny.  At  that  time  I  roceived  no  other 
ordor  oxcopt  an  instruction  from  tho  Comnandor  of  tho  6th  Army  to  which  ny 
14th  Division  bolongod.  Howovor,  tho  Comnandor  of  the  6th  Army  ordcrod  tho 
23rd  Division  at  Hairaorh  to  build  fiold  fortifications  on  tho  hoighte 
oast  of  Hairaorh  in  ordor  to  quickly  prepare  for  the  operation.  All  the 
conditions  in  Kwantung  Amy  during  tho  summor  of  1941  wore  of  such  p.  naturo 
ns  to  hasten  preparations  for  a  war  at';ninst  Russia.  But,  at  that  tine, 
tho  Japanese  forces  had  invaded  and  occupiod  French  Indo-China.  Thin 
caused  a  sudden  tension  in  the  Jep-Anerican  relations,  making  tho  situation 
acute  and,  as  a  consequonco,  Japan  vp.b  placed  at  a  crossroad.  That  is  to 
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Buy,  tho  Japanese  Government  did  not  know  whothor  she  should  open  r  war  first 
against  tho  Sovlot  Russia  or  against  Amorica.  The  folllwing  three  Items  were 
decided  at  an  Imperial  Council  In  Tokyo  In  June  1941: 

(1)  To  .jo  on  independently  with  no  opinions  and  policies  of  our 
own  as  Towards  tho  Russo-Gornan  War. 

(2)  To  proporo  for  tho  operations  in  tho  South. 

(3)  To  keep  pcaco  with  Russia  on  the  bordors. 

Rut  at  this  tine,  too,  Japan  suddenly  irritated  Russia  by  continuing 
the  reinforcements  of  Kvantung  Army  based  on  tho  "!fan-Taku-3n"  plan.  I  was 
appointed  to  the  Commander  of  the  6th  Army  in  October  1941,  and  soon  after 
that  I  was  called  to  the  Kwantung  Army  Headquarters  together  with  other 
commanders.  At  that  timo,  tho  conrandor  of  tho  Kvantung  Army  General  Linozu 
gave  individually  to  each  army  commandor  instructions  as  rogards  the  duties 
of  tho  war-time  arnio3.  I  received  tho  following  instructions  for  the 
6th  Array  S  At  tho  outbreak  of  war  tho  6th  Army  should  firmly  hold  the 
positions  in  Hairaorh  and  its  adjacent  koy-pointo,  and  plan  for  sustained 
defonce.  One  division  shall  bo  nddod  to  tho  6th  Array  after  one  month. 

Goneral  LIMEZU  however,  did  not  Indicate  to  mo  tho  duration  of  timo  for 
the  sustainod  defense  and  tho  time  for  oponing  tho  war.  I  was  only  in¬ 
structed  to  maintain  tho  positions- in  RMracrh  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

In  accordance  with  the  duty  given  no,  I  roinforcod  the  forti¬ 
fications  alroady  built  by  tho  23rd  Division  on  tho  hoights  east  of  Hairaorh 
and  strongthonod  tho  operational  preparations;  and  at  the  sano  tine  stored 
onough  ammunition  and  food  supplioo  for  six  months  near  Hairaorh.  In  Juno 
1942  at  Chichihaorh,  when  tho  Second  Area.  Army,  to  which  the  6th  Army  bolonge<i 
was  set  up,  its  Commander  Lt.  Gcnoral  A1TAMI  Korechika  explained  to  r.o  tho 
object  of  establishing  tho  Second  Area  Array  and  its  present  duty  as  well  as 
tho  present  and  future  dutios  of  tho  6th  Array  undor  my  command.  In  this 
explanation  I  was  informed  of  tho  preparations  for  attacking  Soviet  Russia, 
which  had  boon  undorvay  in  tho  Kwrntung  Army  in  Accordance  with  tho  strategic 
plan  known  by  tho  secret  nano ‘an  plan  "B"  (Otsu"),  which  was  decided  at 
Oenoral  Staff  Headquarters  .  Troops,  horBes,  guns  and  ammunition  were 
Bont  to  tho  Kvantung  Army  from  Japan  and  China  according  to  the  "Kan-Toku-Er." 
plan,  which  was  preparation  for  a  part  of  the  general  strategic  plan  known  ao 
"No.  B".  Lt.  General  AtAMI  further  indicated  to  me  that,  since  tho  6th  Army 
was  going  to  assume  the  offenoo  at  the  third  stage  of  tho  oporations,  I  shouli 
mako  nccosoary  investigation  and  preparation  for  it.  Ks  further  ejoolainod 
tho  strategic  plan  which  should  bo  followed  by  main  force  of  tho  Socond  A r*a 
itrmy  at  tho  socond  stage.  Tho  details  will  bo  given  lator.  Tho  offensive 
movonent  at  the  first  stage  in  the  area  of  Maritime  Province  was  to  be  carriec 
out  by  tho  First  Area  Army  according  to  tho  Strategic  Plan  "B".  I  was  told 
About  tho  plan  of  the  First  Area  Army  for  the  offensive  operation  by  tho  for¬ 
mer  Commander  of  the  First  Area  Army  General  YAMaSHITA  at  Tokyo  in  October 
1944  when  his  dutios  were  transferred  to  mo.  This  same  operation  was 
explained  to  no  in  more  detail  by  the  Chief  of  Staff  Lt.  General  SHIDEI 
whon  I  took  ovor  my  duties  as  Connandor  of  tho  First  Area  Army,  in  Mutanchian*-

Preparatory  Measures 

Eelhe  District:-  In  the  peace  time  there  vero  In  this  district 
two  divisions  of  the  Fourth  Army  end  one  detachment  of  borderauards . 

Tho  Army  Headquarters  wp.b  at  8unvu.  Beforo  the  war  wr.o  opened  against 
Soviet  Russia  the  Second  Aroa  Any  and  i'  Arrr*  were  to  be  act  up  at 
Taltalkar  and  Keiko  respectively.  N  Army  ae^mnd  to  bo  changed  to  8th 
Arrr’  later.  Thin  formation  wrn  to  bo  made  by  diverting  four  divisions 
from  China  ant*  Japan.  Conscoumtly  tho  Second  Area  Army  was  to  havo 
attcinod  a  strength  of  six  divisions  boforo  the  outbreak  of  war,  that  is. 
Thcro  were  throe  di"ision6  of  tho  4th  Amy  rt  Sun«u,  two  divinions 
of  8th  Amy  pt  Hoiko  and  one  diviaion  under  the  diroct  control  of  tho 
Aroa  Array.  Besides,  the  6th  array  under  tho  Second  Area  Arm;''  consisting 
of  the  23d  Division  and  the  arshan  dotpchraent  (about  one  division  strong^ 
should  bo  incroased  by  the  addition  of  another  division  after  tho  out¬ 
break  of  war.  Two  more  divisions  wore  to  be  added  in  tho  futuro. 

Maritime  Province  District:-  Thoso  stotionod  in  peaco  timo  in 
this  district  were  three  divisions  of  tho  5th  Army,  throe  divisions 
of  tho  3rd  Army,  the  71st  Division  at  Kunchung  and  one  division  undor 
tho  diroct  control  of  tho  Kvantung  Ai\my  at  Chiamusu — eight  divisions 
in  all  together  with  two  tank  divisions.  In  1941,  20th  Army 
Hoadquartorn  was  established  at  Tsining  end  to  that  army  wp.b  given  ono 
division  each  from  tho  3rd,  and  5th  ArnioB.  Prior  to  the  outbronk 
of  war,  the  1st  Area  Trr$  Enadquartcr s ,  and  tho  2nd  Army  Eeadqunrtors 
were  to  be  sot  up  a.t  Mutr.nchiang  mid  Chiontno  rospoctivoly  according 
to  Plan  B.  Bight  moro  divisions  wero  to  bo  transferred  to  this  district 
from  Japan  and  China.,  making  the  First  Area  Army  possess  fifteen  divisions 
end  two  tank  divisions,  that  is,  throo  divisions  and  ono  tank  division 
of  the  5th  Army,  five  divisions  and  one  tank  division  of  the  20th  Army, 
throe  divisions  of  the  3rd  Army,  two  divisions  of  the  2nd  Army  and  two 
divisions  undor  the  direct  control  of  the  First  Area  Army.  In  addition 
there  was  one  air  forco  arry  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Kvantung 
Amy  Commmdor  with  1,000  pianos.  The  Xwantung  A  ray  v’as  expected  to 
bo  in  the  above  condition  on  tho  Eastern,  Northern  and  Western  fronts 
just  boforo  tho  opening  of  war  Against  the  USSR  according  to  tho  Plan  "Bn. 

Offensive  Plan:-  In  accordance  with  the  offonsivo  Plaid'E11  wo 
oxpoctod  to  soizo  the  ontiro  Far  East  as  far  as  Baikal  in  four  succossivo 
steps.  In  tho  first  stop  tho  4th  and  the  N  Armios  of  tho  Second 
Area  Amy  wero  to  carry  out  demonstrations  on  tho  Russian  bordor  near 
Sunwn  and  Heike,  pretending  offensive  preparations  by  occasionally 
shooting  into  Russian  torritory.  No  actual  offensivo,  however,  was  to 
be  made.  Thus  the  Red  Army  was  exoceted  to  be  fettered  within  that 
aroa.  Should  tho  Red  Army  stpjt  an  offensivo  it  mist  bo  checked. 

Tho  6th  Army  should  maintain  its  positions  at  Kp.ilor  pnd  Arhshan.

I^ovinre  District  veu:  ecu  ueoi.-i-." x;  01  the 
offensive  according  to  tbs  following  plan-,- 

(a)  Tho  5th  Array  shell  advance  frou  Killing  with  3  di\l3icns  and 
1  tank  division  and  occupy  Baan,  and,  while  securing  It.t*  tc  .;lve 
North  with  a  portion  of  its  force,  the  main  force  shall  march  southward 
to  join  the  battle  to  be  fought  by  the  main  force  of  tho  F\r3t  Area 
Amy  near  Voroshilov. 

(b)  r>»  divisions  of  tho  2nd  Amy  shall  advance  from  Hunchung 
break  tlirough  the  border;  proceed  North  through  the  Nunn  District  toward 
Voroshilov.  Its  notion  shall  bo  in  concert  with  the  faain  force  of  the 
Area  Army* 

(c)  Five  divisions  and  one  tank  division  of  the  20th  Amy  shall 

go  south  toward  Voroshilov*  passing  the  aouth-wost  side  of  lake  Hsingkoi, 

(d)  Ihree  divisions  of  the  3rd  Army  shall  advance  from  punkning 
to  r.e+iU  xoro  and  join  the  area  army '3  main  force  thore.  All  these 
forces  were  to  press  tno  Red  Aruy  at  Voroshilov,  and  part  of  them,  after 
seizing  Voroshilov,  were  to  cooperate  v/ith  the  Jhpancse  Navy  at  yuanshan 
to  capture  Vladivostok  by  envelopment,  Ihia  was  to  end  the  first  stage. 

Its  chief  object  wus  to  secure  Japan  proper  and  tho  industrial  areas  of 
j.Unchuria  from  the  Rod  Army's  air  ruids  from  the  Lhritime  Rrovinco  district, 
by  entirely  occupying  the  district. 

Second  3tagjj-  in  case  the  first  stago  of  the  offensive  ves 
successful,  the  main  force  of  tho  First” Area  Amy  ud3  to  odvance  North¬ 
ward  toward  Habarovsica  along  tho  railroad,  leaving  part  of  the  Arny  in 
tho  Maritime  Brovinco  to  maintain  tlie  9co%  ioauroa.  The  division 
stationed  at  Chiomsu  would  occupy  tho  positions  facing  leninsk  to 
protect  the  wings  of  the  First  and  socond  Armies  in  the  vicinity.  At 
this  time  the  4th  and  the  N  ,j*:aie3  of  the  Soccnd  Area  Army  would 
cooperate  with  the  First  Area  Array  and  comraonco  an  offensive  operation 
from  Hoike  and  it 3  vicinity;  cross  the  Amur;  seizo  Blagoveahchonc 
Kuibi3hevka  and  ovobodny  and  cut  off  tho  Siberian  Railway.  One  part 
of  tho  forces  wore  to  defend  tho  tfost  and  tho  main  force  wu3  to  move 
eastward  along  tho  railway  line  to  Habarovsk*  Thor,  the  First  and  the 
Second  4.rea  Armies  were  to  cooperate  in  attacking  in  a  deoisivo  battle 
tho  Red  Army  from  both  3ido3  and  occupy  Khabarovsk.  Thi3  was  to  com¬ 
plete  the  second  3tago. 

ttiird  Stage*-  After  tho  occupation  of  Khabarovsk  the  Socond 
Area  Army  7/0  .Id  immediately  turn  westward  to  make  preparations  for  the 
roinforcenonts  necessary  for  the  future  offensive  operations  upon  tho 
Zabaikoly'o,  At  this  time  tho  6th  Army  at  Hail  or  was  to  be  reinforoed 
raising  its  strength  to  four  divisions  which  wore  to  preparo  to  advance 
the  attack,  m  tho  Lhritime  Province  the  First  Area  Army  was  to 
secure  the  important  districts  and  the  roar  of  tho  Second  Area  Army. 

The  main  foroe  of  the  Second  Area  Army  would  turn  '.test  after  completing 
preparations  and  commence  tho  advance  to  Chita  along  the  railway. 
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tj}  aooa  us  the  Second  Area  Army '3  main  force  reached  hbgachu,  tho  6th 
Amy  was  immediately  to  start  tho  attack  by  breaking  through  the  border 
near  Sanho  and  Mmchuria.  And  tho  6th  Anny  via s  to  act  in  cooperation 
with  tho  Second  Area  Aivqy's  main  force  and  advunco  to  Chita  and  it3 
southern  area,  on  seizing  Chita  and  its  vicinity,  the  Scoond  Ar^.a  Arnty 
•<as  to  3oourc  important  di3trict3  in  tho  Wbotj  and  thu3  the  operation 
of  the  thix'd  stage  wns  to  cauo  to  a  close. 


IP  tho  fourth  otage  it  wns  plannod  to  continue  tho  offensivo  until 
tho  Zabarknly^  as  far  as  lake  Baikal  was  seized.  But  I  do  not  knew  about 
tho  offensivo  plan  of  the  fourth  otago. 

Operations  Regarding  Outer  1A> ngoliai  -  m  tho  third  stago,  at  tho 
some  time  as  tho  commencement  of  the  advance  of  the  oth  Arny,  tho 
-O’hshan  Detachment  (approximately  one  division)  was  to  have  been  brought 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Second  Area  Army  to  combine  with  and  take 
command  of  the  itongolian  force  in  I.Jxnchuria  (approximately  one  division) 
and  advance  to  Chita  from  Arhshan  via  'Ituapcakbulak,  Baintumon  and  Ulan-' 
Orasomon.  This  unit  would  cover  tho  right  wing  of  tho  Second  Area  Army  by 
marching  through  tho  eastern  part  of  Outer  ibngolia. 


Mxintuini ns  coordination  of  all  Military  Operations  tho  imperial 
Headquarters  was  to  trunsfer  one  mechanized  army  group  from  North  China 
und  to  have  it  bogiu  strategic  operations  from  iiilgan  toward  Ulan  -Bator, 

But  I  an  not  able  to  oxplain  the  plan  for  the  future  development  of  the 
offon3ivo  action  3ince  I  don't  know  it,  Ihe  general  outline  of  the 
offensivo  plan  against  Soviet  Rxsoia  is  as  above.  This  plan  for  tho 
offensive  operation  against  tho  Soviet  union  in  1942  was  sot  up  by  the 
General  Staff  and  the  Kwantung  Army;  it  was  revised  every  year  thereafter. 
This  plan  for  Japanese  military  measures  oxistod  till  around  the  middle 
of  1944*  Since  japan  faced  difficult  conditions  in  tho  battle  field 
of  Greater  East  ..sia  Y7ar,  she  could  not  cari’y  out  thi3  plan.  This 
hand-written  testimony  is  confirmed  by  my  signature,
